Vera Cruz, May Iii.—Creditable pri­ 
vate advices from Mexico City report 
the federals at 
Topelejo, 
eighteen 
nj lies south of the capital city, were 
attacked 
yesterday 
by 
Zapatistas. 
No details are available. 
It it; not thought that Zapata in­ 
tends to attack Mexico City from the 
south, aa Zapata 
and 
Villa 
have 
agreed to move jointly against it. 
Because of the attack Huerta has 
been forced to strengthen his south­ 
ern linen al the expense of the north­ 
ern frontier. 
Tho Mexican newspapers of Vera 
Cruz have been listed at Mexico City 
as traitors and a semi-off ileal docu­ 
ment strongly denounces them. 
In 
reply to the document the newspaper 
men here issued last night a new pa­ 
per named “The Voice of the People,” 
which devoted the entire firfet issue 
to the advocacy of the constitution- 
alist movement and a denunciation of 
Huerta.

Opening Negotiations Are Postponed. 
Washington, May 15.—'The opening 
negotiations of the South American 
mediators in the Mexican controversy 
at Niagara Falls, Ont., has been post­ 
poned until May 2 d, the state depart­ 
ment announced this afternoon. 
The 
delay was arranged at the request of 
Brazilian 'Ambassador Da Gama, in 
order that the Mexican delegatee to 
the conference might not be unduly 
hurried to reach Niagara Falls. 
Th* Mexican delegation fill arrive 
tomorrow and familiarize themselves 
with the situation here before taking 
up the work. 

Secre­ 
tary Bryan and President Wilson will 
hold a final conference tori AY-

stormed and taken by General Con 
sales and his men. 
No foreigners were killed or wound­ 
ed in the battle which preceded the 
fall of Tampico. 
But the battle of Tampico will go 
down in history as one of the most 
sanguinary of the revolution. 
Official information given by Gen. 
Gonzales places the number of con­ 
stitutionalists killed in Wednesday**; 
fighting at thirty-four. 
He said that 
128 of his men were wounded. 
Gen. 
Gonzales 
estimated 
the number of 


federals killed at 280 and mere than 
GOO wounded. 
More than IOO federal dead were 
counted in the trenches whore they 
tried to turn the rebel charge. Rebel 
shells fell in the trenches just before 
the charge was ordered and many 
federals were killed when the sheila 
exploded. 
Capt. Gonrado Cantu was the only 
officer of Gen. Gonzales’ army killed. 
Col. Alfredo M. Torres. Col. Sanchez 
H errera and Capt. Doroted Navarro 
were wounded, 
(’ol. Torres and Col. 
Herrera probably will die. 
When the firing from the rebel po­ 


sitions 
was 
heaviest 
Wednesday 
morning, the Mexican gunboats Zara­ 
goza and Bravo steamed down the 


Panuco river and anchored under the 
girns and the protection of the Amer­ 
ican warships in the Gulf of Mexico. 
As the gunboat*? steamed slowly 
down the Panuco river, the field guns 
of the rebel batteries were turned, on 
them and sent a hail of shot and shell 
after them, many shots being effec­ 
tive. 
Both the Bravo and Zaragoza 
are reported to be badly crippled. 
Brig. Gen. Ignacio Zaragoza; mili­ 
tary governor of Tamaulipas, and in 
chief command of the federal forces 
in Tampico, left Tampico Wednes­ 
day morning when it became evident 
to him that hb could not longer re-* 
sist the steady approach of the con­ 
stitutionalist army or fight them off. 
When he departed on a special rail­ 
way train for San Luis Potosi, car­ 
rying with him a strong military es­ 
cort. arrangem ents were made for the 
evacuation of Tampico by his forces. 
More than 2,000 men w’ere ordered 
to the trenches to make a last effort 
to drive back the constitutionalists. 
whose firing line was then well with­ 
in the city'fc limits. 
As those federals fought as never 
soldiers of Gen. H uerta in Southern 
Mexico had fought before, their com­ 
panions in arms entrained. The aban­ 
donment of the trenches was then or­ 
dered, and as the federals left them 
they retreated in an orderly manger 
to the depots where their ammunition 
had been stored, and blew' them up. 
The American government has be­ 
gun representations to the constitu­ 
tionalists to secure protection for the 
Americans end other foreigner oper­ 
atives returning to the oil wells at 
Tampico. 
American 
warships have 
gone up the Panuco river 
to their 
cid stations before the town, and a 
return to normal 
conditions 
is ex­ 
pected by officials here.. 
Discussion centered chiefly on the 
question of shipping arm s

The 
constitutionalists are 
short 
of ara-

se!. 


The explosion could be heard for 
miles, and it was at fin s thought that 
the retreating federals were destroy­ 
ing the city. 
Gen. Gonzales ordered his men for­ 
ward at a double quick, and, as they 
ran. they fought every step of the 
way.

Co long as the notion obtains that 
cowardice and unwillingness to fight 
are the same thing, 
a nation must 
fight over 
certain 
questions, other- 
w ise 
its 
position 
among 
nations 
would he intolerable. But every as­ 
sertion by a great nation 
of a wil­ 
lingness to arbitrate helps overthrow 
the fighting code. 
In coming time, 
when national truculence i§ despised 
and willingness to fight is regarded 
as criminal, 
no 
question will arise 
that a nation can not submit to arbi­ 
tration. The treaties, as they stand, 
look forward to that time, and 
so 
bring it nearer. 
Within the memory 
of many now 
living a slighting remark exchanged 
between gentlemen of certain south­ 
ern states was 
the 
inevitable fore­ 
runner of a duel. Nowadays, in Wy­ 
oming, a man who does 
not shoot 
when his courage is 
impugned not 
only loses caste, but gets locked up. 
The fight oode has been overthrown 
and the citizen 
no 
longer needs a 
pistol to preserve 
his 
standing in 
the community. To bring about that 
desirable change 
some 
man 
must 
have had the courage to say: 
“We 
are not willing to fight.’* Apparently 
this kind of moral courage, as oppos­ 
ed to physical bravado, has not yet 
penetrated very far below 
the 
Rio 
Grande, to Judge from cartoons 
in 
the Mexican papers, which may be 
expected at least to reflect a con­ 
siderable part of 
the 
cept of the situation. 
That the reluctanse of the United 
Plates should be attributed to cow­ 
ardice seems incredible, yet that is 
what the jingo 
journals 
are doing, 
and ignorance and blind hatered in 
ihat war-ridden republic 
are 
giving 
it credence. But Huerta has submit­ 
ted the

The frequent attern pts 
at assassi­ 
nation of high officials bring an af 
lerm ath of suggestions 
as

they may be better protected.

attack on Mayor 
Mitchel,

York, elicits as usual such ideas as 
that the sale of firearms should be 
more restricted, that unsound people 
should be more 
closely 
restrained 
and that high 
officials 
should have 
the more constant company of arm­ 
ed guards.

All these ideas are good, but they- 
x*ill aways be inadequate. A stricter 
firearm law would avert much of the 
£r.n play around saloons 
and dives, 
and in remote 
villages 
that con st i- 
tvte the fringe of civilization. 
But 
I be man w ith murder 
in 
his heart 
can always get a grin. 
The restric­ 
tion of deranged persons Is subject 
to this limitation, 
that confinement 
In an insane hospital 
would 
often 
turn a slightly disturbed mind into a 
raving maniac. 
The 
most 
practical 
suggestion 
fcver offered is that high officials sub­ 
m it to the awkwardness and bother 
cf being accompanied by detectives. 
The trained eye sees Indications of 
crime not visible 
to 
the 
ordinary 
person. 
Behind 
the 
pale and gray 
shabbiness of 
some 
defeated 
and 
discouraged 
creature, 
the restless 
and furtive eye, may be a red flag 
cf danger. 
But after all is done, it must be 
taken as one of the hazards of the 
trade, as King Humbert 
coolly re­ 
marked after they had popped aw ay 
at him for the first time. In private 
life it often happens that a foreman 
* ^ an employer of labor is attacked 
L.v some unbalanced workman 
who 
hat! been discharged. 
The 
risk of 
these attacks is greatly magnified by 
the free criticism of executives, par­ 
ticularly by the intemperate lengths 
to which many newspapers go. 
So it often happens that the pub­

by B. F. Bush, president of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific-Iron Mountain system* 
who returned from New York after 
an absence of nearly two weeks in 
connection with the finances of the 
road. 
Mr. Bush further declared that in 
j his opinion a ^receivership for the 
j properties is ‘®ut of the question.” 
He said the dotes could easily have 
been cared for in the usual way of 
allowing a profit to some financial 
firm, but that he was opposed to such 
a course. 
The Gould family is willing to relin­ 
quish. control of the Missouri Pacific 
to any banking house which is able 
and willing to finance the company, 
he said. 
“We would liave no difficulty iii 
laking care of tlie.se notes,*’ rem ark­ 
ed Mr. Bush, "provided we turned 
them over lo some hanking house and 
permitted them to make the usual 
profit on the transaction. 
I was op­ 
posed to this method of renewing the 
notes, for I felt that the people who 
held them should receive the benefit 
of everything we had to offer tor the 
renewal. 
“Under tho plan on which we are 
now working there will bo $3,000,000 
additional collateral put up to secure 
these obligations, and this collateral 
will be in the form of 6 per cent 
bonds of the Iron Mountain railroad 
which are worth considerably above 
par, as that company is earning suf­ 
ficient, even in these trying times, 
to pay the necessary interest nearly 
three times over. 
"This will make all told $25,000,000 
of Trop Mountain 6 per cent bonds 
back of the notes, in. addition to $7,- 
000,000 in other collateral, so you will 
see that the holders of the paper will 
be well secured.

Washington, D. C\, May 15.—The 
secretary of agriculture has issued a 
call for a 'public conference of per­ 
sons interested 
in 
the sheep and 
vfool industry, to be held in Washing­ 
ton June 2, 3 and 4. Among the top­ 
ics suggested for discussion by the 
secretary 
are 
the 
manufacturing 
value of American 
wools: 
the im­ 
provement of farms and ranch meth­ 
ods of handling wool; 
the possible 
adaptation of foreign methods to the 
American conditions: the standardi­ 
sation of the wool clip and the pre­ 
vention of 
damage 
by 
dogs 
and 
predatory animals. 
Tile 
high 
quality 
of 
American 
wools, when properly put up. is gen­ 
erally vecognizde by our manufactur­ 
e’s, but so little attention is paid to 
the care of American- wool at shear­ 
ing time, that 
it 
usually sells for 
lf es than its real 
value, 
and fre­ 
quently suffers bv comparison with 
foreign wool. 
Such practices as the 
Indiscriminate sacking of wool rre­ 
gard less of kind and condition, 
the 
use of improper twine and the use 
cf insoluble paint for marking sheep 
caus© 
really 
unnecessary 
expense 
and loss 
In 
manufacturing, which 
has been 
variously 
estimated 
at 
from 5 to 20 per cent of the original 
value of the wool, and for which the 
producer must 
pay 
bv 
boing com­ 
pelled to accept a reduced price. 
The damage done the sheep indus­ 
try by 
predatory 
animals 
in 
the 
western range states, and by dogs in 
the farm states, will be a very im­ 
portant. subject for discussion at the 
cr,nference. 
In some western states 
the number of predatory animals ap­ 
pears to be decreasing, but in others 
it ese pests are increasing in spite 
of growing 
settlements, 
causing a 
loss of IO per cent of the sheep and 
lambs in some sections. 
Dogs 
in 
farm states 
cause 
irregular 
lo s s e s 
among flocks of sh e e p , amounting in 
sr me cases to 
complete extermina- \ 
tion . There is no doubt that the lack 
cl control of dogs in some states is 
th© principal hindrance to the devel­ 
opment of 
the 
sheep 
industry in 
these regions, and a survey of this 
situation recently made 
by the de­ 
partment 
of 
agriculture 
indicates j 
that if there wrere proper control of 
the dogs th© sheep population of the 
farm states could be doubled with­ 
e d displacing any other animals on 
farms. The effect of such an increase 
on the country’s meat supply would 
be pronounced, as 
sheep 
in 
farm 
states are raised principally as meat 
producers. 
Various agencies 
have 
been 
for 
some time 
engaged 
in 
propaganda 
work to effect an Improvement 
in 
wool handling and sheep husbandry, 
and this conference is called by the 
secretary of agriculture 
to co-ordi­ 
nate such efforts, and give an oppor­ 
tunity for the formulation of policies 
cf national scope, which will tend to 
piace the sheep and 
w'ool industry 
on a more stable basis. 
Much Interest

manifested and a large attendance of 
wool growers, sheep breeders, manu­ 
facturers and others

the sheep Industry is expected. 
The animal husbandry division of 
the bureau of animal industry ‘ has
